REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


To THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF Mississierr. 

The undersigned committee appointed by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of Mississippi to prepare and submit to the 
Legislature an itemized account of receipts and disbursemerts 
on account of the University for the years 1886 and 1857, 
present the subjoined accounts; and as these accourts show 
balances of moneys  unexpended, the committee states 
that there was appropriated by the Board of Trustees at 
its session in June, 1887, the sum of five thousand dollars (#5,- 
000) for the erection of a Chemical Laboratory, much needed, 
which appropriation remains unexpended; because the estimates 
of the cost of the structure will require a larger sum. 

And the committee state further that the contract for coal for 
the present winter remains to be fulfilled by the contractors in the 
greater part, and no money has been paid on that account. The 
contract when fulfilled will require the payment of fourteen bunt 
dred and ninety dollars ($1,490.) All of which is respectfully
